Honorable the Speaker of the Par-

SIR, 


Eing according to thoſe Refolutions I 1zft acquainted 
you with, upon ourmarch towards Cheftcr, we were 
met by two perſons from that City, who were i1ſtiucted 
to offer ſome Tearms of ſurrender thereof , I ſuppoſe up- 
on fear, leaſt the Town ſhould become a Prey to the Sol- 
diers, Having heard what they had to ſay, I called toge. 
ther divers of the Officers, and acquainted them there- 
with, who adviſed me to this Anſwer ; That if they woul4 
ſet open their Gates on the morrow by Ten of the Clock, ſub- 
mitting themſclves wholly to the Parliament, and receive in 
ſuch Forces as (honld be appointed, 1would engage that no'Sol- 
dier by violence ſhould take any thing from them, And laſtly, 
That I would attend for their anſwer till eight of the Clock the 
next morning, without any further ation, Whereupon the 
Enemy fincing themſelves incapable ro ftand upon their 
own defence, and the City declining all further aſſiſtance, 
thar night in coniaſion, in ſmall parties, they left the 
Town, and about Ten of the Clock, finding the Gares 
open, we marched in with one Regiment of Foot, and

who had formerly. been in your ſervice, who upon the 
rou:eof the Enemy, got ſome well affected rogether, and 
took divers p::foners of the routed forces, which had fled 
that way, . They inform me that-that Town-.hath conti- 
nued very faithful to your ſervice, . and that the Governor 


appointea by the Enemy, did affure them before hand, . 


That he would keep that place tor your ſervice, and hath 


now declared for you, Before I had this information, I: 


ſent Major Hoaze with three Companies of Foor of Co- 
lonel Hewſons Regiment, and three Troops of Hirſe to 
reducethat place, whom I have ordered notwitt.ſtanding 
this, to proceed according to his former inftryRions, and 


having ſecured that place, by putting in ſome of his men: 
co march up ro a conjunction . with the reſt of that Regi-- 
ment in Laxcaſhire, in caſe they ſhould meet with any op- 
poſition there, Ir is the earneſt deſire of thoſe per- - 
ſons, that the Caſtle may be demoliſhed, . which I hum- -

Right Honorable, TS, 

O ſooner was the Poſt gon hence yeſterday, bur 
a party of my Troop returned from my Lord 
Lambert, who went to Convoy him ſome Mo- 

ney from this Town, and were preſent in the Fight about 

Northwich, and gave me aſſurance, that my Lord had dif- 

patched away an Expreſs to your Honors, with an accoune 

of that Aﬀeir, co which I humbly referr your Honors, 

Juſt now the Meſſenger that I ſeat your Letter by, dire&t- 

ed ro Col, Croxten this day fortnight, returned back, who 

came forth of Cheſter laſt night ar Ten of the Clock; and 
before he left the City, Sir Tho, Middleton, the Lord Kil-

morrey, with other Gentlemen, with 5, Colours of Horſe, . 
made no ſmall haſte to Chirke-Caſtle from Chefter, The 
Foot that were in the Town niutinyed, threw open che 
Gares, tore their Colours, and. Sir. Gearge Booth fled our 
of the North-gate ; they only kept a {light Guard ar the 
Gates, being drawn from the other Guards in confuſion, 
and left them in the Caftle to their own liberty, He aſ- 
ſures me, when he came from thence, rhe Enemy were re- 
ſolved to ſhift for themſelves : I held ic my duty to haſten 
this Account, TI have fent the Horſe forth this Garriſon, 
fince yeſterday Noon, who are nor yet returned, By the 
LetterTreceived from my Lord Lambert this!day,for covert 
eo one, which I difpatched from him. co Col, Zankey, I was 
#iven to know, That he divided his Army, and intended 
co march one part towards Cheſter, the other for Warring- 
z0y, Juſt now at Writing, a Boy of this Town, now fled 
home, confefſeth, he was ander one Capt, Shenton, who 
diſmiſt his Company laſt night at Cheſter, and bad them 
ſhift for themſelves, I crave your favor tor my rude Lines; 
remaining engaged 40 ſerve you
